Reasons for Allowance 



1. 

Claims 1-6 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest in claimed 
combination, "A multiple simultaneous access system comprising: a resource held in computer 
memory , said resource being a multi-threshold dither matrix used for digitally half-toning a 
contone color image, in the form of an array of contone color pixel values to bi-level dots." 

Claims 7-1 1 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest in claimed 
combination, "A method of simultaneously accessing a resource held in computer memory, the 
resource being a multi-threshold dither matrix for digital half-toning a contone color image, I the 
form of an array of contone color pixel values, to bi-level dots."
